This is in response to a communication received form the Examiner in charge 
of the subject application, which communication was mailed on June 6, 2005. 



The communication mailed June 6 comprised a restriction requirement. The 
Examiner has divided the claims into five groups, the first group being claims 1, 2, 
and 4 through 21 drawn to recombinant equine herpes virus (EHV) wherein the gM is 
absent. The Examiner also notes that if Group I is elected, one specie must also be 
selected. 



The Examiner also indicated that further explanation would be provided for 
specie selection. However, no such information was provided in the June 6 th 
communication. 
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Applicants, through their attorney, hereby elect for prosecution the invention 
designated as Group I. However, applicants need additional guidance or explanation 
from the Examiner as to the selection of the specie.
